Scranton, Pa., May 9.—Work will 


Jje resu-med by mine workers through- 
out the anthracite fields Thursday. 
The repair men and others necessary 
to prepare the collieries for general 
operatioirs reported for work today. 
This i\vas decided upon at the closing 
session of the convention on Tues- 
day. 
Tfoe agreement entered into on 


Monday in New York between *he 
operators and the sub-scale commit- 
tee was formally ratified. 


A few of the radicals took the floor 


when the motion to ratify the Mon- 
day agreement was made, and once 
more urged that the suspension be 
turned into a strike, but they were 
hopelessly in the minority, and their 
remarks weio listened to in silence. 


The convention adopted resolutions 


condemning the state 
constabulary, 


and providing lor the mine workers 
as an organization taking an active 
part 'in politics in the nomination and 
support of legislative candidates. 


President Mitchell was vociferously 


applauded when he entered the hall. 
In response to calls for a. speech, the 
said: 


"Some are inclined to believe that 


because we have not secured an ad- 
vance in wages or any improvement 
in the conditions of employment^ we 
liave not accomplished anything.

want to say that I believe you have 
taken the most advanced step in tihe 
history of this movement. 


"You 
have secured w.hat jou have 


never before secured—a signed agree- 
ment with the operators. 
It 
is an 


agreement which is not enteted into 
with the United Mine Woikers, 
but 


with the officers of that organization; 
they have signed an agreement with 
your 
national president and 
with 


your district president. 


"I am convinced 'that if the United 


Mine Workers maintain the strength 
and solidarity of their 
organization 


three years hence the railroad oper- 
ators will ask you to make an agree- 
ment with them, rather than, 'that you 
should be forced to- ask them to make 
an agreement with yon. 


"Last 
Summer I made a

organization.

were only 34.000 members. 
At the 


close of the tour there iwere 80,000 
members in the organization.

Prom all volcanoes large quantities

surface of lava streams.

Immigration demands solution in this 
country. 
The man who has 
said 


that it involves the continued 
exis- 


tence of the republic as it is today 
fcas probably exaggerated very little, 
It at all. 


Thfc race which peopled this coun- 


try ds noted for its ability to absorb 
other races. In this respect it re- 
sembles the ancient Greek people. 
Absorption, however, is only possible 
to a ITmited degree. Certainly, mil- 
lions of aliens cannot long be ad- 
mitted every year without eventually 
making 'their influence felt. America 
cannot receive .hordes of Hungarians, 
Russians and Poles and still 
retain 


the characteristics which 
have al- 


ways marked its people. 


It js very '.-.ell to say that the men 


and wom«n who come to ua trom 
Europe 
quickly 
imbibe American 


ideas and that their children are just 
as much Americans as the descend- 
ants o£ the original settlers. 
This 


may be true of immigrauts of those 
races allied to our own. It may even 
be true in a- measure of those who 
come from southern and southeastern 
Europe. The ;aet 
remains, 
never- 


theless, that the great majority ot 
those who are coming to America at 
the present time are aliens in every 
way. 
Their ideas and ideals, nheir 


manners and customs and their char- 
acters are as foreign to our c,sn as 
they could well toe. 


A certain number of these people 


might be educated and converted in- 
to good Americans. 
A few of the 


better class of the peasantry might 
be admitted without 
objection, 
but 


only a few. 
In the mass, they must 


either be kept out or those to wTaom 
the land belongs must be prepared to 
accept 
the 
consequences 
uncom- 


plainingly . 


The presence of these people tends 


to the creation of a permanent lower 
class, in itself dangerous in a country 
ruled 
by a 
popular government. 


Where a few thousands might in time 
•raise themselves to 
a position of 


equality with the Americans, it is im- 
possible for millions of them to do 
so. 
They lack the mental and .physi- 


cal qualities which enable the man 
from the British Isles or the northern 
countries to better his condition. 


The rcilriction of immigration 
is 


nothing more than a measure tor self- 
preservation. 
Americans must real- 


ize this and realize it soon.

In the course of time a man 
some- 


where in the world hit upon a plan of 
kindling a fire without having any fire 
to begin with; that is to say, he hit 
upon a plan of producing a tire by arti- 
ficial means. 
He knew that by rub- 


bing his hands together very hard and 


simply carbon in a transparent crys- 
talline form. It comes of humble par- 
entage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 


Unlike easily crystallizable bodies, 


carbon is insoluble in all ordinary sol- 
vents, but molten metals will combine 
with it. Let the diamond maker choose 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt- 
ing it in an electric furnace, allowing 
it to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing the 


white hot metal should then be plunged 
into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface. 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con- 
dition, and, as iron expands in solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo- 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means. 
When the lead 


becomes solidified some bullets of iron 


j will be found bound up in the mass. 


Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi- 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals — real 
diamonds. 
Any chemist with a well 


equipped laboratory can make 
dia- 


monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.
